St. Paw., Minn., Oct 7. — A Watt 
(Minn.) special to the Dispatch says 

A boat from the scene of action b 
just arrived. Fighting is still p: 
greasing. Maj. Wilkinson, one s< 
geant and three privates were killed 
and eight wounded. Kay-Uay-Gway 
Tish, chief of Indian police, killed. It 
was impossible to bring the wounded 
to town, for the Indians kept up a 
stan i fire on the boat. A special train 
with 200 additional soldiers will ar- 
rive here at 2 p. m., when they will be 
transferred to the scene of action 
soon as possible. Not more than four 
Indiana have been killed and only two 
wounded. 

Capl Sheehan, head deputy United 
States marshal, arrived on the boat 
with a flesh wound in the abdomen 
and one in the right arm. He says the 
Pillagers do not number more than 100, 
but they fight as only demoniacal sav- 
ages can. Unless overpowered by su- 
perior numbers, not one of them will 
quit fighting while he has any breath 
in his carcass. They are holding out 
now with the hope that Cass 
lake Indians will soon arrive to 
their aaslatabce. If they should 
arrive before our troops are re- 
inforced the soldiers will have a 
desperate time of it After the rein- 
forcements get here it will take two 
hours to embark them aud two hours 
for them to get to Sugar Point, there- 
fore the best that can be expected is that 
they will not be able to render much 
assistance except as to the force of 
numbers, until daylight Friday. The

Wasmino i on, Oct 7. —Secretary 
Bliss telephoned the war department 
that he had just received a dispatch 
from Agent Tinker in whioh be stated

policeman killed; that the 200 troops 
on the way to the battlefield are not 
enough.

Minneapolis, Oct 7. —A Journal's 
Walker, Minn., special says: 

There was a big conference at the 
agency Wednesday night. Lieut 
Humphrey, of the agency detach- 
ment and} Dr. Hart, agency surgeon, 
were invited, with half a dozen bad 
characters who had stirred up senti- 
ment in favor of joining the Pillagers. 
Dr. Hart told them that if they went 
on the war path there would not be a 
live Indian on Leech lake in a week. 
Lieut Humphrey backed the state- 
ment After several hours' talk the 
Indians decided to be good Indians, at 
least for the present The assurance

knew bis business, when the fight 
started Wednesday, he shouted: 
"Steady now, make every shot count 
Kill everything you see."

"Aim straight," he shouted; "don't 
get rattled, boys.
